Educators, civic leaders, out- 
standing former members of the 
Board of Education and others 
united today in support of the 
editorial proposal by the Post- 
Dispatch for school board reform 
through reduction of the board to 


seven members, appointed by the 
Mayor, under a plan similar to the 
operation of the Missouri judicial 
system, and adoption of “a real 
merit system.” 

The virtual unanimity of opin- 
fon in approval of the plan was 
striking. Most of those who com- 
mented with every feature 
of the editorial suggestion, as 
published yesterday. 

The editorial recommended re- 
duction of the Board of Education 
from 12 members nominated by 
petition and elected in the general 
municipal elections to seven mem- 
bers appointed by the Mayor and 
subject to appro or rejection 
from the board by the voters at

Among those who indorsed the 
plan were leaders of the Public 
School Patrons’ Alliance, Council 
of Parent-Teacher Associations 
and Public Education Association; 
the Reads of the Social Planning 
Council, League of Women Vot- 
ers and St. Louis Bar Association; 
the Rev. Patrick J. Holloran, 8. J., 
president of St. Louis University; 
Prof. Charles A. Lee of Washing- 
ton University, former State Su- 
perintendent of Schools, and the 
directors of Johns Burroughs 
School and Country Day School.’ 

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, who, 
the editorial suggested, should 
call on the Legislature to 
enact the plan into law, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Jeffer- 
son City that he would study the 
matter, to determine whether he 
would send the current special 
session of the Legislature a rec- 
ommendation for it. 

Politicians’ Reaction. 
Chairman George M. Murphy of 

the Democratic City Committee 
gave an unqualified indorsement 
of the plan, while Chairman Fred 
W. Evers of the Republican City 
Committee asserted, “We're not 
interested in the School Board.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
he had been too busy to read the 
editorial and reserved comment 
until he could study it. 

Former School Board members 
who approved the proposal in- 
cluded Rhodes E. Cave, Howard 
G. Cook, Christopher W. Johnson, 
Mrs. Ernest R. Kroeger and John 
C. Tobin. 

Comments on Plan. 
Comments on the plan follow: 
Dr. Charles A. Lee, professor 

of education and director of edu- 
cational service at Washington 
University: 

“Personally, I believe that the 
large metropolitan areas must 
evolve a new method of securing 
or electing the Board of Educa- 
tion in order for the board to be 
truly representative, Under the 
present plan, the board members 
as a rule are elected by a very 
small vote. 

“It seems to me that the nom- 
inating panel as suggested by the 
Post-Dispatch might prove to be 
a fine plan. The Mayor would 
make hisappointments from those 
nominated, and the people would 
also have the opportunity to pass 
upon every appointment.” 

President Holloran, of St. Louis 
University: 

“The procedure proposed seems 
to be definitely a move in the 
right direction. The great inher- 
ent difficulty in the election of 
members to the School Board is 
the choice of individuals posses- 
sing perhaps most laudable char- 
acteristics along various lines as 
well as integrity of character, yet 
who do not know or understand 
educational needg and problems. 
Coupted with this unavoidable pos- 
sibility there may also be found 
undesirable political aspiration and 
personal ambition on the part of 
candidates for the “~chool Board.

ROME RADIO SAYS NAZIS 
PLAN WITHDRAWAL. OF 
MILITARY INSTALLATIONS 


LONDON, March 22 (AP). 
HE German-controlled 
Rome radio today «an- 
nounced that the Germans 

would withdraw all military in- 
stallations from Rome and 
would divert all military traffic 
from the city, in an effort to 
place responsibility for bomb- 
ings entirely on the Allies. 

The broadcast apparently 
sought to declare Rome an 
open city. Such a _ unilateral 
declaration would have to be 
accepted by the Allies to make 
it binding. 

“So that responsibility for 
the bombing oi Rome will re- 
main entirely w'' the Allies,” 
the broadcast saii, “the Ger- 
man command in the next few 
days will scrupulously. with- 
draw from Rome every instal- 
lation which could serve as the 
slightest pretext for air terror, 
and will still further > deviate 
military transports from the 
Eternal City.”

PORTABLE GERMAN PILLBOX 
A NEW OBSTACLE IN ITALY 


Of Heavy Steel, It Can Be Pulled 
by Tractor, Dug Into 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP). 
~-Among the other troubles en- 
countered by American infantry- 
men fighting in Italy is a new 
portable, prefabricated pillbox 


used by the <iarmane, 
to Lt. Col. Harry C.* Kirby of 
Asheville, N. C., and Lt. Col. Al- 
fred K. du Moulin of Sparta, Wis., 
Army observers just back from 
Italy. ; : 
The heavy steel pillbox, they 
said, is large enough for a two- 
man machine-gun crew, _ is 
equipped with a periscope, has a 
sliding panel to' cover the gun 
aperture when the gun is not fir- 
ing and even has.a heating sys- 
tem. It can be pulled into posi- 
tion with a tractor. 
The pillboxes are placed so that 
fire from one can cover flank 
approaches to another. Often 
they are dug in so that only a 
small part is above ground and, 
with camouflage added, are diffi- 
cult to see at more than 30 yards.

BRINKLEY FOUND 


GUILTY JURY FIXES 
TERM AT 7 YEARS 


Punishment Is Maximum 
—Held to Have Given 
Perjured Testimony in 


Melendes Case. 


HABITUAL CRIMINAL 
COUNT INVOLVED 


Previously Convicted in 
Death of Soldier — 
Counsel Says He Plans 
to Take Appeal. 


Andrew Brinkley was found 
guilty today of giving perjured 
testimony before the September, | 
1942, grand jury investigating the 
notorious Melendes case, and a 


sentence of seven years’ imprison- 
ment was recommended by a Cir- 
cuit Court jury. 

Linked with the perjury charge 
was a charge that Brinkley was 
an habitual criminal, based on two 
prior convictions of a felony, The 
habitual criminal portion of. the 
State’s charge against him made 
mandatory a prison sentence of 
seven years. 

Brinkley stood white-faced and 
stolid as the jury foreman read 
the verdict in Circuit Judge 
| James F. Nangle’s court shortly 
| before 11 o'clock this morning, 
‘after deliberating more than five 
hours. Ivan H. Light, defense 
counsel, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he planned to file a mo- 
tion for a new trial. After Judge 
Nangle dismissed the jurors and 
thanked them, Brinkley was led 
by a Deputy Sheriff to the city 

il.

The habitual criminal portion of 
the State’s information against 
Brinkley was based on his convic- 
tion in Jackson,.Tenn., in 1936 on 
a charge of forging a money or- 
der and also on his conviction 
here in 1942 on a chars 


ceny, Although he 
victed - aeeee greesmtrder in. 
the death of an Army private 


here, the State did not include 
this in its information, because an 
appeal from that conviction is 
still pending, The second degree 
murder conviction against Brink- 
ley carries with it a mandatory 
sentence of life imprisonment. 

In his final arguments before 
the jury yesterday, Light contend- 
ed Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell, 
who directed two of the grand 
jury investigations of the death 
Mexican 
waiter, who died July 25, 1942, in 
a police cell following a severe 
beating, had .been “crucified un- 
mercifully and unjustly” by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney William 
E. Gallagher in the latter’s final 
arguments. 

Judge Russell, who testified that 
the Circuit Attorney’s office and 
the Police Department had 
blocked every effort to solve the 
death of Melendes, a Mexican 
waiter, and that Brinkley had 
been “framed,” was said by Gal- 
lagher to have conducted himself 
improperly in the witness chair 
by “continuing to testify after ob- 
jections to his testimony had been 
sustained.” 

Light charged the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office had been afraid to 
bring out the truth in the death 
of Melendes, who died at Police 
Headquarters, July 27, 1942, after 

severe beating. “Everyone 
knows,” he said, “that the third 
degree is going on.” 

He accused City Detectives Rino 
Mittino and Walter Bauer of beat- 
ing Melendes in the Newstead 
Avenue Police Station’ shortly 
after Melendes and Brinkley were 
arrested July 25, 1942, suspected 
of a strongarm robbery. Mittino 
and Bauer, with Detective Ed-

teacher at Cercola. Her home was 
destroyed by lava, but she disre- 
garded that and worked all night 
and the next day helping her pu- 
pils, their families and other 
homeless folk, 

“She's not afraid of anything,” 


Bussmann said. ‘We're very much 
in love and going to be very 
happy. My job used to be build- 
ing houses, and now I’m going to 
build a home.” 


Lt. Bussmann wrote his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs, Frank H. Bussmann, 
1220 Hampton drive, Richmond 
Heights, that Signorina Scafora 
had been teaching him how to 
speak Italian since they met five 
months ago, and that “she had 
“almost mastered the English lan- 
guage.”

the Budapest Government of Pre- 
mier Nicholas Kallay had resigned.

It reported that Doeme Sztojay, 
former Hungarian minister to 
Berlin, had been charged by Re- 
gent Nicholas Horthy with the 
formation of a new government. 
It made no mention of rumors 
that Horthy himself was held pris- 
oner by the Germans.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS,

Douglas MacArthur whose com- 
munique said the action “com- 
pletes the isolation of all enemy 
bases in the Bismarck Archipela- 
go.” notably Rabaul on New 
Britain and Kavieng on New Ire- 
land, 


Kavieng itself, 84 miles south- 
east of the scene of the new 
American landings, was dealt 
heavy punishment in a three and 
one-half hour bombardment by 
surface craft including _ battle- 
ships—the first appearance of 
American dreadnoughts in the) 
Bismarck Sea. 

In the St. Matthias operation, 
the flat island of Emirau, a po- 
tential air base, and nearby Elo- 
musao were occupied easily Mon- 
day by ground forces from the 
Solomons who thus advanced the 
front line of Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s eastern flank of the 
South Pacific offensive from the 
Green Islands on past New Ire-

The invaders, under strong air 
and naval cover, brushed aside 
opposition so light it appeared the 
Japanese again had been taken 
completely by surprise.

Stalin Announces Cap-

LONDON, March 22 (AP).—Red 


Army forces under Gen. Rodion 


Malinovsky today captured the 
powerful German stronghold of 
Pervomaisk directly north of 
Odessa, while in Bessarabia the 


army of Marshal Ivan 8. Konev 
streamed across the Dniester in 
rapidly growing force and pushed 
a spearhead to within 30 miles of 
the Prut. River border of Ru- 


Marshal Joseph Stalin an- 
nounced the fall.of Pervomaisk, 
which had a peacetime population 
of 50,000. In a speciaf order of the 
day, he described the town as “an 
important railway junction and 
powerful strongpoint in the Ger- 
man defenses on the central part 
of the Southern Bug River” and 
said it was taken after two days 
of stubborn fighting. 

A Russian communique, issued 
after Stalin’s announcement, re- 
ported the capture’ of several 
towns around Nikolaev, including 
Balabanovka, eight. miles south of 
the Black Sea port. 

Further advances in old Poland. 
west and southwest of Kremenets, 
and new gains south of Zhmerinka 
and south and southwest of Vin- 
nitsa were announced. 

The capture of Pervomaisk 
swept away a major barrier to a 
direct Russian march on Odessa, 
100. miles to the south. But the 
spectacular sweep of Marshal Ko- 
nev's army across the Bessara- 
bian plain is even more menacing 
because it threatens to cut off the 
whole German Army in the south- 
ern Ukraine, 

Trunk Railroad Cut. 

Yesterday’s Konev’s forces cut 
the trunk railroad from Cernauti, 
capital of Bessarabia, to Baltsky, 
depriving the Germans of their 
most direct remaining connection 
from Odessa to Poland.

‘Second Front Ha 


s Already Begun’ 


With Big Raids, Montgomery Says 


NEW YORK, March 22 (AP).— 
The “second front has already be- 
gun” with the heavy bombing of 
Germany, in the view of Gen, Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery, and will 
make the invasion of Europe “a 
set-up,” the New York Times said 
today in a dispatch from Britain. 

The famous former commander 
of the British Bighth Army, inter- 
viewed on his headquarters train 
somewhere in Britain, declared 
the bombing of Germany was 
“terrific,” and “whén the Germans 
have been sufficiently stunned, we 
wiil move in.” 

The invasion is “a combined op- 
eration in which each service will 
play its. part,” he continued, and 
the Army will begin its part 
when Germany is thoroughly pre- 
pared for invasion. 

“Bombing affects the ability of 
a nation to go to war,” Montgom- 
ery said, indicating Germany’s 
ability to defend itself in the west

two German counterattacks 
against Castle Hill behind the 
town, New Zealanders slugging it 
out in the streets’ and German 
and Allied mortar and artillery 
shells landing within a few hun- 
dred yards of each other. 

Allied guns were brought up to 
fire at direct range on the Con- 
tinental Hotel in which the Ger- 
mans managed to reinstall them- 
selves after once being driven out. 
The hotel area and entire south 
end of town held by the Ger- 
mans were brought under this 
fire. 

Nazi Planes Attack. 

The Germans sent a large for- 
mation of planes to attack com- 
munications in the rear of the 
Fifth Army line. Allied planes 
took up the chase. | 

The flashes of exploding Allied 
shells could be seen in the Ger- 
man-held part of the town at the 
base of Monastery Hill. Clouds 
of smoke drifted over the town 
and valley. | 

The first German attack against 
Castle Hill, held by New Zea- 
landers, was launched at 5:30 a. 
m., but was broken up by Allied 
artillery and mortar shells 
plumped on the Germans’ route 
from their stronghold on Hill 165. 
About 30 more German prisoners 
were taken. 


Near German Guns. 

Allied troops holding one point 
on the Mount Cassino slopes were 
only 400 to 700 yards from two 
strong German artillery points 
just west of the town, making it 
particularly difficult for Allied 
gunners, firing from the valley or 
the hills beyond, to neutralize the 
enemy fire without endangering 
their own men. 

The hand-to-hand fighting in 
Cassino’s southern portion was of- 
ficially described as “very heavy.” 

German defense forces in Cas- 
sino were reinforced Monday by 
young Nazi parachute troops and 
units of an armored grenadier di- 
vision. 

An official announcement said 
more German prisoners have been 
taken, increasing to 238 the total 
captured since the battle began a 
week ago. 

British Pushed Back. 

On the Mount Cassino slopes, 
British troops made a determined 
attack on two German points last 
night and were making good prog- 
ress until they ran into a mine- 
field. The Germans meanwhile 
starting infiltrating down a gulch 
toward the British-held hill, forc- 
ing the attackers to return to 
their base. 

Other Allied troops made .a 
foray to a second German-held 
point about 1000 yards from their 
own position in an attempt to pre- 
vent the infiltration down the 
gulch, but were beaten back. 

Indian troops holding a small 
plateau farther south received sgup- 
plies by parachute yesterday as 
they had on the two preceding 
days. 

Allied troops retained two points 
southwest of Cassino under heavy 
enemy attacks. New Zealanders 
in the town have been attacking 
toward these points against strong 
intervening enemy opposition. 
Beachhead Is Quiet. 

The Anzio beachhead sector was 
mostly quiet, except for heavy 
German artillery fire near Padig- 
lione. On the Adriatic side of the 
battle line, patrol clashes occurred, 
especially in the Orsogna region. 

Fiying for the second straight 
day in weather which grounded 
the four-engined bombers, Allied

During the week I have been 
visiting this front there has been 
constant movement. The weather 
has been capricious.

The 
suspension was described by the 
Seventh (Midwest) Procurement 
District headquarters at Wichita, 
Kan., today as “a temporary and 
partial shutdown” following dis- 
covery of defective steel] parts, 

Inquiry “Started. 

The Procurement Division head- 
quarters said a thorough investi- 
gation has been started. A group 
of officers from the Wichita of- 
fice has been assigned to partici- 
pate in the investigate here. 

The Department of Justice also 
is taking part in the investigation, 
it was learned. Officials of the De- 
partment at Washington, how- 
ever, declined to discuss the mat- 
ter. ; 
The announcement of the lay- 
off yesterday was broadcast 
throughout the plant over the 
company’s public address system. 
The broadcast included a refer- 
ence to the discovery of defective 
material,

LOS ANGELES, March 22 (AP). 
—Selection of a jury to try Charles, 
Chaplin on Mann Act violation 
charges was slowed today by a 
wrangle between attorneys over 
the method of exercising peremp- 
tory challenges. 

The defense is allowed.10 per- 
emptories and the Government 
only six. The jury was sent from 
the courtroom, and United States 
Attorney Charles H. Carr moved 
that the so-called stagger system 
be employed whereby the defense 
must exercise two challenges to 
the Government's one until ‘the 
remaining perempteries are equal, 
and that then defense and prose- 
cution alternate. 

On Defense Attorney Jerry 
Giesler’s objections, the Court 
overruled Carr’s motion and held 
that challenges must be exercised 
alternately with the Government 
leading off. This means that the 
Government will exhaust its per- 
emptory challenges before the de- 
fense. 

After the Court’s ruling, the' 
Government exercised its first 
peremptory challenges by excusing 
persons on the tentative panel 
with movie connections, They 
were Dora Garfield, a seamstress 
whose only film connection is her 
occasional employment in the 
M-G-M wardrobe department: 


Odets, film writer, and Eileen Bar- 
rett Fox, an actress. 

The challenges went slowly be- 
cause each replacement had to be 
put through the long list of ques- 
tions designed to determine 
whether they are able to give the 
comedian a fair trial. 

Questioning By Judge. 

United States District Judge J. 
F. T. O’Connor, former United 
States Comptroller 6f Currency 
and former law partner of the late 
William Gibbs McAdoo, kept pro- 
ceedings going at a fast.pace yes- 
terday.

Two jurors were excused for 
cause when they said that Chap- 
lin’s British citizenship might in- 
fluence them in reaching a deci- 
sion. A third was ruled out be- 
cause she work for a Government 
agency, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration. 


Two Questions Put to Jury. 

After Judge O’Connor had gone 
through the jury list individually 
he called a 15-minute conference 
of attorneys, after which he put 
two questions to the prospective 
jury as a whole: 

“If the court instructs you that 
Miss Berry’s alleged trip (to .New 
York) was not made with immoral 
intent on Chaplin’s part, but for 
legitimate purposes, then would 
you hesitate in finding the de- 
fendant not guilty?”, 

All said no.

Re-election to the board solely on 
the merits, of past performance 
would insure the highest type of 
conscientious service.” 


Leonard D. Haertter, director of 
John Burroughs School: 


"T think what we have now in. 


selection of the Board of Educa- 
tion is bad. It will always be that 
way when a matter of such im- 
portance is in the hands of poli- 
ticians, Members of the board 
ought to be outstanding in the 
community; it is not hard to find 
such persons, who are qualified 
to serve. 


“T believe we will never get 
such a board under the political 
system of elections as’ we now 
have. I think it will have to be 
under the appointive merit system, 
like the Missouri judicial selec- 
tion. That system has pitfalls, too, 
and mistakes will be made under 
it, but not as many mistakes as 
under the elective method. 

“The board should not be so 
big that it becomes unwieldy. 
Twelve members is too many I 
believe the board could just as 
competently man its committees 
and fulfill its functions with seven 
members. 

“I don’t believe it is amiss to 
consider that board membership 
might be a full-time job for citi- 
zens, They would not have to be 
educators, although some might 
be; there is a good leavening in- 
fluence to have laymen on such a 
board. The members might well 
be salaried; I have not considered 
whether, if-they were paid, sala- 
ries should be nominal or large 
enough for the individuals to live 
on. Board membership is a bigger 
job than just giving it a little 
thought after the member’s own 
day’s work is over.” 

Ashley B. Sturgis, acting head- 
master of Country Day School: 

“T certainly think the proposed 
plan of election is a splendid idea. 
You could: be assured of a good 
board to begin with and-if mis- 
takes should be made they could 
be remedied. One of the principal 
difficulties now is that nothing 
can be done. I feel in géneral 
that the smaller the board the 
more efficient. There is a saying 
that the ideal board consists of 
three members, one of whom is 
sick and the other out of town. 
Of. course, there is’ every reason 
for a merit system. That is es- 
sential.” 

Henry F. Chadeayne, president 
of the Social Planning Council and 
vice-president of General Ameri- 
can Life Insurance Co,: 


“Certainly we owe it to the chil- 
dren of St. Louis to find the way 
to free our school system from 
the self-seeking and incompetency 
that have characterized all too 
many members of our School 
Board.

The way 
is to have the Mayor make the 
appointments from nominations 
by a committee composed of the 
president of St. Louis University, 
the chancellor of Washington Uni- 
versity, the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation, the president of the 
League of Women Voters, the 
president of the Public Library 
Board or the librarian, and five 
additional persons to be chosen by 
I would

his selections from that list. 

“Tf that group of 11, or a major- 
ity thereof, felt after two years 
that a man so selected was not a

The Limits of Censorship 


The manner in which the public learned about 
the Sicilian invasion blunder does not inspire 
confidence that our military leaders are censor- 
ing news for military security reasons alone. 

The news that our naval gunners fired on 
transport planes carrying our paratroopers, 410 
of whom were lost under the combined assault 
of American and enemy guns, was kept secret 
by the War Department for eight months. The 
first public mention of it came from a Sergeant 
making an after-dinner speech in California, He 
had Army permission to make the disclosure, 
but surely this is a back-handed manner in which 
to release such @ tragic piece of news. ce 

The circumstances strongly smack of censor- 
ship to hide blunders. Secretary Stimson’s re- 
marks that “incidents” of that nature had oc- 
curred during the war suggests further that 
other blunders are still being cloaked by cen- 
sorship. 

Our military men who are responsible for cen- 
sorship should ask themselves constantly /whether . 
they are basing their decisions on military se- 
curity or on bureaucratic protection of incompe- 
tence or on politics of on timidity. 

They should go even further, and adopt the 
positive view that news should always be made 
public unless there is a valid reason of military 
security to suppress it for the time being. 

Ever since the international food conference 
at Hot Springs last year, the Federal Govern- 
ment has shown a predisposition to censorship. 
The inappropriate and, as it turned out, damag- 
ing censorship thrown about that conference 


seemed to be inspired by nothing more than 


pique at the press. 


The news that Gen. Patton had slapped, in © 


anger, a wounded and shocked American soldier, 
was suppressed for four months and the War 
Department did not make a clean breast of it 
till forced to do so by Drew Pearson's publica- 
tion of the rumor. | 

The conference of free Italian political par- 
ties at Bari was heavily censored; only one of 
the three resolutions it adopted was allowed to 
be reported to the outside world. 

None of these actions of tensorship have been 
shown to have had a military basis for the ex- 
tremely long time during which they were with- 
held from publication. 

The American people are prepared to accept 
censorBhip for reasons of military security. All 
other kinds of censorship are repugnant and 
intolerable. , 
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Note on U. S. Politics . 


A weekly London paper, simplifying United 
States politics for its readers, says there are 
three political parties: the Northern Democrats, 
the Southern Democrats and the Republicans. 
The first two, it explains, vote together in elec- 
tions, and the last two vote together in Con- 
gress. ... Perhaps Americans are being short- 
sighted in telling the British to keep hands off 
our presidential election. It begins to look as 
if the British were the only ones who really un- 
derstand it. 
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As to a Postwar Crime Wave 


The fear of a postwar crime wave, expressed 
by E. E. Conroy, FBI chief in New York, is 
worth thinking about, but it is a mistake to base 
it entirely on the fact that 10,000,000 Americans 
have been trained in methods of killing, as the 
official appears to do. 

A much more important factor than the train- 
ing of these men is the kind of America to 
which they will return. If there are plenty 
of jobs, opportunities in business and professions, 
full security, plus adequate. medical and psy- 
chiatric care for those who need it, there is no 
reason that their ability as killerg will in itself 
lead them into lawlessness. Such men as Sgt. 
Alvin York, for instance, who were praised to 
the skieg for their military prowess, became use- 
ful citizens after the last war. Crime doeg not 
arise from’ knowledge of its methods alone, but 
more often from the want and fear and frustra- 
tion that drive men to desperation. 

If America cannot work out its postwar future 
successfully, then a crime wave can be expected, 
among both returning soldiers and civilians. 
Here is one more incentive for the planners to 
use the utmost in human intelligence to see that 
the economic machine provides opportunities for 
all when peace returns. 
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With the U. S., England and Russia sounding 
off unilaterally, it begins to appear as if the 
old typographical error-maker wasn’t so far 
wrong when he made it “Untied Nations.” 
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Civil War in France? 

Liberated France will not tolerate a “foreign. 
regime,” an authority not appointed by the Al- 
giers Committee with the approval of its repre- 
sentative body. It will not accept an Allied Mili- 
tary Government such as is imposed on enemy 
countries. “I declare with force,” says Gen. 
De Gaulle, that any such arrangement “will be 
intolerable and condemned in advance.” 

This just and determined stand evoked from 
the American State Department the first positive 
No “dealings or 
relationg with the Vichy regime except for the 
purpose of abolishing it,” read the statement, 
thus blasting the hopes of the Petain regime 
puppets of being adopted by the Allies and mak- 
ing recognition of the Algiers Government more 
imperative than ever. 

There is on the desk of President Roosevelt a 
proposal which has been approved by Mr. Church- 
ill and Mr. Eden, and which has passed the ex- 
pediency test of Gen. Eisenhower. It is a plan 
for a French provisional government which can 
be unrolled like a carpet behind the armies in- 
vading the Continent, a government which will 
co-operate with the Allies in every way. The 
plan was presented by the Algiers Committee on 
the assumption that the French army of a half- 
million will be fighting side by side with other 
liberating forces and that no other authority is 
or will be respected by the vast French under- 
ground. 

President Roosevelt is said to have rejected that 
plan. He has told Gen, Eisenhower to make his 
own decisions in the field, yet has revoked Eisen- 
hower’s own decision with regard to France. The

gravity of this mistake is apparent considering 
the power of the Algiers Government on the Con- 
tinent and in the French Empire. 

It would be the ghastliest, grimmest reversal 
of the year if the Allies, desperately anxious to 
avoid civil war in their wake, were to incite it 
in France. Unless the powerful position of the 
French Committee of National Liberation is fully 
recognized, that is a possibility. 
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Approval for the School Board Plan 


Public leaders in St. Louig agree that drastic 
steps should be taken to correct the intolerable 
and demoralizing conditions in the school system.

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Nazis Take Over Hungary 


Hungary became an ally of Nazi Germany when 
she joined the Axis in January, 1939. In the 
course of the war made by the Axis, Hungary 
became a puppet state. And yesterday, with 
occupation of the country by German and Ru- 
manian troops, it became a vassal. 

Great advantages were expected by the rulers 
of Hungary when they mounted the Axis band- 
wagon, and territorial gains did result, at the 
expense of dismembered Czechoslovakia and 
buliled Rumania, Now the bandwagon has en- 
countered rough going. It is on the eve of be- 
ing overtaken by the Red Army, pushing toward 
the Rumanian border and breaking through on 
other fronts, Hitler fears the Hungarians would 
like to dismount, and undoubtedly they would. 
So the tide of troops in gray-green uniforms 
rolis across the Hungarian plains, just as it 
rolled across Czechoslovakia and Austria, Poland, 
Denmark and Norway, the Low Countries 
and France, The would-be sharer in Nazi spoils 
loses its last traces of sovereignty, and becomes 
another morsel of Nazi conquest. 

Now it is the turn of Fascist Hungary to learn 
the costly lesson:

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The Hidden Enemy 


Raymond P. Brandt, writing in Monday's 
Post-Dispatch, described spy work in detail as it 
has been revealed by the Emergency Advisory 
Committee for Political Defense and published by 
the Pan-American Union, These memoranda, 
prepared by our Government on Axis agentry 
in Chile and the Argentine, were exchanged by 
friendly American governments prior to the 
Argentine’s token break with the Axis. 

Some things they make public—the organiza- 
tion of Axis espionage systems through embas- 
sies and legations and the use of diplomatic 
privileges and immunity as a channel for trans- 
mitting subversive information—have been well 
known.

Hence the at- 
tempts to shore up leaks from Eire. That same 
pressure must be even stronger in the case of 
Fascist Argentina and Franco’s Spain, .

Black markets in our country are exten- 
sive. In some fields they are dangerously 
extensive. It has been’estimated that be- 
tween 3 and 4 per cent of the average cost 
of all food is due to black market opera- 
tions. That means that housewives today 
are paying $1,200,000,000 a year as tribute 
to the black market in food alone, 

In addition, there are millions of dollars 
in overcharges on the sale of clothing, tires, 
gasoline, furniture and other home equip- 
ment, 

Today nearly 5 per cent of all gasoline 


is purchased either without coupons or’ 


with stolen or counterfeit coupons. If the 
black market in gasoline could be com- 
pletely eliminated, the A card ration of 
every one of us could be increased by 25 
per cent. 

I am sure these figures will shock you. 
I am sure you will agree that the extent 
of these irregularities would be dangerous 
during any period. During wartime, they 
are a national disgrace. 


The situation, however, is by no means 
hopeless. Gradually we are gaining expe- 
rience on how to deal with the various 
types of chiselers with whom we are con- 
fronted. Gradually the public is waking 
up to the part it can play in backing up 
our efforts. Gradually our courts are deal- 
ing out stiffer and stiffer sentences, 


Schemes of the Chiselers 


The great overwhelming majority of all 
our merchants are honegt—vigorously hon- 
est, They are anxious to comply with OPA 
regulations. While regulations sometimes 
irritate them, as they do the rest of us, 
they realize that price ceilings are essen- 
tial as wartime measures to defeat infla- 
tion. For this reason, they resent the 
chiselers who violate these ceilings for 
their own profit. ~~ 

‘Let us examine how the black markets 
work. Some black markets in meat op- 
erate completely outside the OPA ration- 
ing system, all the way from the original 
steer, stolen from a Texas cattle ranch, to 
the black-market steak sold to private 
trade or to a profiteering big-city restau- 
rant. 

Last spring and summer, this type of op- 
eration was particularly dangerous. Grad- 
ually, however, we have learned the tricks 
of the trade and we have reduced this 
racket to rélatively small proportions, 


Then there are so-called tie-in agree- 
ments. Wholesalers or a retail butcher 
are offered all the steaks that they can 
buy at the regular ceiling prices, provided 
only that they take an over-supply of 
hearts, kidneys, tripe, brains and other 
slow-moving items. 


Quality Is Misrepresented 


The wholesaler or the retail butcher who 
buys on this basis knows in advance that 
the extra quantity of so-called variety 
meats will have to be sold at a loss or 
below ceilings or allowed to spoil. But 
that doesn’t bother him, because he will 
sell the steaks far enough over ceilings to 
pay him a handsome profit. 

Then there is up-grading. For a time, 
even some reputable butter merchants sold 
all their butter as the top-grade product. 
In a period of scarcity, we find all eggs 
going at the top-graded price. Similarly,

to become T-bones and tenderloins.

One of our worst black market problems 
lies in gasoline. Sometimes counterfeit or 
stolen coupons can be purchased. directly 
by gas stations, 


Sometimes the counterfeit or stolen cou- 
pons are sold directly to individual car 
owners, who turn them fn to the local gas 
stations in the normal manner. 


Need for Public Understanding 


The racket in gasoline black-market 
profiteering has become sufficiently profit- 
able to attract gangsters and criminals of 
the worst type. As fast as these criminal 
minds invent ways to break down our ra- 
tioning system, we must be alert to devise 


, ways to stop them. The most effective 


means we have discovered so far is the re- 
quirement that every coupon in circulation 
must be indorsed with the license number 
of the car for which it was issued. 


How can these black markets be 
smashed? The first need is a broader un- 
derstanding of the extent of the danger on 
the part of the public. Black markets 
without customers quickly disappear. 


The second requirement is a better un- 
derstanding on the part of all retailers of 
their stake as business men in our fight to 
keep the cost of living from rising. Most 
retailers are co-operating with us fully to- 
day. The remainder can best be brought 
in line by the influence and pressure of 
other retailers whom they know and trust. 


There will always be the need for a 
strong, capable, efficient enforcement de- 
partment, thoroughly awake to the tricks 
of the illegal trade and qualified by experi- 
ence to bring black marketeers to justice. 


Communities Can Help 


There are more than one million retail 
stores in the United States. There are 
more than 300,000 filling stations. All to- 
gether, there are more than two million 
individually operated businesses of one 
kind of another. 


To cover this vast field, we have an en- 
forcement staff of only 2800 men. That's 
less than one investigator for every county 
in the country. 


Generally speaking, most states and com- 
munities have seemed to feel that the prob- 
lem of smashing the black market is the 
responsibility solely of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, - 


To the greatest extent possible, I believe 
we should meet our problems on a com- 
munity and state basis. <As long as the 
war lasts, black markets will be with us, 
As long as black markets are with us, 
we will need a vigorous investigational 
staff, able to cross state lines and to run 
down violations in interstate commerce. 
But to the greatest possible extent, we 
must wage the battle against black mar- 
kets on a decentralizéd basis.

Hungry Children of Europe 
Pictured in a Moving Book 


“Europe's Children,” by Therese Bouncy. (Duct, 

Sioan & Pearce, New York.) 

This is a book you will read, and must 
reread, with your heart, though it will 
come to you through your eyes. It is 
mostly just pictures taken by Therese Bon- 
ney, War correspondent, in Spain and 
France, England, Sweden and Finland. 
But she tells us, and we know for a cer- 
tainty, that there are countless children 
like these in other European countries. 

The photographs are “not propaganda 
. «« but reality. There are no staged pic- 
tures.” Clutched spoons in baby hands, 
horribly wasted, bloated little bodies, the 
unconscious abandoned sleep of an ex- 
hausted child, eyes big with tragedy be- 
yond their own comprehension—these have 
a fearful impact of reality. 

No, the book—privately published last 
fall, and now igsued in a trade edition-— 
is not propaganda. But it is a plea, for 
food at least, for Europe’s children. There 
are agencies that can give help, if but lit- 
tle, in the mass of s ation and tragedy.

One picture shows the front of a French 
shop. The woman in the doorway is 
smiling, and there is no question why. In 
the window there are loaves of bread and 
a great sack of American flour, sent 
through the agency of the Red Cross. An- 
other picture is not less eloquent: a woman 
—Oonly 40—haggard, tense, with bony, out- 
stretched hand, all her face and lean body 
one tragic plea. 

This is the war, and the promise for the 
future: children trying to do the work of 
adults, bombed out of their homes, seeking 
food like miserable rodents, brooded over 
sometimes by love, but love that is fear- 
fully and utterly helpless and hopeless. 

It is the war, with grotesque, ragged 
shadows lying across the bodies and faces 
of two girls. These are the shadows of the 
checkerboard barbed wire fence behind 
which they stand—in a concentration camp. 

There is a family likeness in innocence; 
and in some little face still charming, not 
yet disfigured by fear and loneliness and 
starvation, you will see a sudden likeness 
to a little child you know and love. That 
helps bring home the féarful meaning of 
the book,

Sgt. Albert A. Schmid has the Navy 
Cross, but hates to be called a hero, even 
though he is the Marine who, after all the 
others of his squad were killed or wounded 
in the battle of the Tenaru River on 
Guadalcanal, stayed with his machine gun 
and kept firing it single-handed until he 
had killed at least 200 Japs and their at- 
tack had been stopped. But one of them 
got through and flung a grenade that 
caught “Smitty” in the face. Now one eye 
is gone and he has only 5 per cent vision 
in the other, but he has recovered suf- 
ficiently from his terrific experiences to be 
not too unlike the happy-go-lucky youth he 
was when he enlisted, on Dec. 11, 1941.

The churlish Russian rebuke of 
Wendell Willkie, the silly charge 
that the British were trying to 
arrange a separate peace with Ger- 
many through contact with Rib- 
bentrop, the refusal to accept Al- 
lied mediation in the Polish ques- 
tion, the Soviet’s grant of recog- 
nition to the Badoglio Government 
without consulting the Allies— 
these seem to the man in the 
street strangely at variance with 
the Teheran pledge that the three 
leaders are “united in spirit.” 

Some Britishers further 
that the American President is 
imitating the Soviet leaders in act- 
ing without proper consultation 
with his allies.

HAT OLD story about fa- 
mous connoisseurs finding su- 
perior dishes in the poorest 
of homes is still true. Thé queen 


in these homes is the woman who. 


takes pride in her cooking. She 


has imagination, and if you could 


see her at work you would dis- 
cover that she takes as gr 
greater care with her inexpensive 
cuts of meat as she does with an 
expensive cut. The recipe which 
follows is what, she might do with 
lamb riblets. The green onion 
stuffing is both colorful and fla- 
vorful and it makes a nice pillow 
around which the riblets can be 
rolled. Slow cooking to make the 
meat tender, and nice browning to 
give an appetizing color are two 
things about which she would be 
careful. 

Three-fourths cup thinly sliced 
green onions, including the tops; 
one-half cup grated raw carrot; 
one-fourth cup margarine; one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
teaspoon poultry seasoning: two 
cups day-old bread, pulled into 
small shreds; three pounds lamb 
riblets, boned; salt; flour; two ta- 
blespoons drippings; one and one- 
half cups water. 

Cook onions and carrot in mar- 
garine over low heat about five 
minutes,¢stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat, Add the season- 
ings. Pour over bread and toss 
lightly, but thoroughly, Sprinkle 
both sides of riblets with salt. 
Spread dressing over meat and 
roll up like jeHy roll. Tie at ends 
and several places in middle, Roll 
in flour, then brown in drippings 
in a hot skillet. Add about one- 
half cup of the water; cover tight- 
ly and simmer one and one-half to 
two hours, adding remaining 
water at intervals.. Turn the roll 
over occasionally while braising. 
Remove cool to platter—pour off 
excess fat from drippings and 
make gravy from remaining resi- 
due, Slice roll and remove strings 
just before serving. Serves four.

Diets for 
Expectant 
Mothers

é¢ HE expectant mother must 
T eat enough for two,” was 
about all the wisdom our 
mothers and grandmothers had on 
the subject. And it was pretty 
bad. It emphasized quantity and 
the modern attitude is that the 
quality —the ingredients, such as 
calcium, iron and vitamins—of the 
mother's diet are the important 
thing for the health of both child 
and mother. Even the idea of 
quantity was wrong. Too many 
mothers took it literally and con- 
sidered that they must eat enough 


for two people of the same weight 
as the mother herself with the re- 


ysult that they would emerge from 


pregnancy well started on the road 
to middle aged obesity. 

Let us examine, however, first 
the scientific evidence of the extra 
amount the mother should eat. 
The baby at. birth weighs about 
seven pounds; there is an increase 
of two pounds in the weight of the 
womb; and the after-birth, mem- 
branes and fluid weigh about three 
and a half pounds—a total weight 
gain of twelve and a half pounds, 
And this is distributed over nine 
months. So eating for two isn’t 
exactly accurate. If the mother is 
of normal weight at the begin- 
ning she needs a definite increase 
in caloric intake at the beginning 
of the fifth month. If she is un- 
derweight at the beginning she 
should try to gain fp to normal 
weight.

OF THE VARIOUS “food ele- 
ments, the old idea that the pro- 
tein should be restricted because 
it predisposed to some of the toxic 
conditions associated with preg- 
nancy has been given up. The 
expectant mother should eat a 
good amount, probably a_ litfle 
extra amount over what she usu- 
ally chooses of protein, picking 
out particularly the protein foods 
of the highest biologic quality, 
such as those of the flesh of fish 
and poultry, milk and milk prod-’ 
ucts, eggs and a liberal serving of 
meat. Glandular tissues, such as 
liver, sweetbreads and kidney, are 
highly nutritious as regards the 
character of their protein, miner- 
als and yitamin content. 

Three minerals—calcium, phos- 
phorus and fron—need special em- 
phasis, Both for the sake of the 
mother’s teeth and the baby’s 


‘teeth calcium intake should be 


high. Another old adage — “for 
every child a tooth’ — is quite 
false. Pregnancy does make a de- 
mand on the mother’s teeth, but 
only if mot enough calcium is sup- 
plied in her diet. The baby’s teeth 
as well as the bones need plenty* 
of calcium for normal develop- 


ment,

THERE 1S ADDITIONAL need 
of calcium for the baby beginning 
at the third month and the heav- 
lest demand is during the last two 
months before delivery. Develop- 
ment of rickets in the baby is pre- 
vented by extra supply of calcium 
to the mother. And the improve- 
ment in the quality of the baby’s 
teeth is marked when the mother 
deliberately increases her calcium 
intake, A high calcium diet is not 
injurious to the prospective moth- 
er. Calcium can be obtained in 
good amounts from a quart of 
milk a day to two or more serv- 
ings of fruit.and vegetables. 

Iron is essential for blood build- 
ing of the developing child, It is 
also necessary for the baby to. de- 
velop a store of iron to provide 
for the lack experienced in the 
first few months of life, when milk 
is the only food. Iron is obtained 
from eggs, spinach, cereals and 
meat. _ ae

How would you 
like the system for not one, not 
two, but three or four gardens 
right in the same space you have 
staked out for your Victory Gar- 
den? Like the rabbit trick, it is 
all in the “know-how.” 

Have you noticed that most veg- 
etable gardens are mainly bare 
brown earth with here and there 
a neat row of greens? I feel sorry 
for that man-behind-the-hoe! It’s 
up to him to keep all the bare 
space free of enemy weeds, He is 
the gardener who may win a blue 
ribbon for neatness but never an 
“KE” for production! These days, 
the home-front garden is an all- 
out campaign to aT the food 
production budget.

In larger gardens, toma- 
toes may share the honors with 
corn, pole beans or some other 
tall, sturdy favorite.

BY TRACING THIS PLAN ON TRANSPARENT PAPER, YOU CAN SEE HOW THE FOUR-IN-ONE GARDEN SYS-

you can look forward to at least 
170 pounds of tomatoes from these 
staked plants. Ten pounds is a 
low production figure to aim for. 

Tactics for the whole season 
have to be down in black on white 
to assure victory. You have to 
figure each row according to its 
time into the ground, the number 
of days until eating stage and how 
long it will stay in tasty produc- 
tion! The hardy “quickies” like 
radishes, lettuce and spring on- 
ions; spinach, kale, | mustard 
greens; then beets and peas and 
trailing just behind, the carrots— 
they are in the order in which 
they come into production in from 
30 to 65 days. 

s your list for the cam- 
paigrers for garden No, 1. Gar- 
den No. 2 will include S0me suc- 
cessive plantings of the “quickies,” 
as well as new enlistments, Broc- 
coli, cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
kohlrabi, cauliflower and Chinese 
or celery cabbage, go into action 
as young plants around the 25th 
of March. Plant a few of each in 
between rows or as “companion” 
plantings right in the rows of the 


firat “quickies” that are almost 
ready to leave the field, 

Successive plantings of beets, 
carrots, radishes and onions get 
their go signal around April 5. 
Figure for the first plantings 
of bush beans about the 15th of 
April, in rows close to the “quick- 
ies” that have been the first 
spring salad specials. By the time 
the beans have their first true 
leaves, they will have space 
a-plenty. The first garden rows 
will be out of production and out 
of the garden and you will be 
eating from the second plantings 
of the “quickies.”

S each row empties, be sure 
A another crop ig ready to take 

over the space. Plan for succes- 
sive plantings of beans, beets, etc. 
Remember, along in May, you will 
wart to have room for cucumber, 
squash and maybe one or two 
muskmelon hills along the outside 
of your garden. In between the 
garden rows, arrange the tactical 
spots for a few pepper plants and 
egg plants. This is Garden No. 3 
now’and the commander plants 


are ready to take their stand. As 
they go in, the peas, spinach, etc., 
are just sliding off from their 
production peaks, to make room 
for the tomatoes ag they need it. 
These are wonderful eating days! 
Peas, beets, carrots, and the crisp 
successive plantings of lettuce, 
etc., are making menu-planning 
easy and stretching the food 
budget. 

You.can’t pull any fast ones on 
this four-in-one Garden system. 
Try it and the plan will look 
pretty on paper but the tactics 
won't work in the field. Juggfe 
the rows around on paper and fig- 
ure out all the plantings, right 
through to Garden No. 4. The end 
of July you will want to trans- 
plant the late cabbage and broc- 
coli, etc., you started in special 
seed rows back about the middle 
of June. And in middle of 
August, you will be busy with all 
the last plantings of beans, beets, 
carrots, lettuce, etc., to take their 
stand between the commander 
tomatoes and push the production 
for Garden 4 to its peak.

West, a shrewd player, steered 
clear of the temptation to lay 
down the club ace (which would 
have made the slam “cold”). He 
opened the spade ten. South won 
with the ace, drew trumps, tried 
for a 33 break in spades, and 
when that failed, led a club from 
dummy and tremblingly put in the 
jack. West lost no time in cash= 
ing the queen and =

The fact that West had refused 
to open the only unbid suit, clubs, 
was pretty good evidence that he 
had the ace, but there was fo rea- 
son to think that the elub queen 
must be on side. Deciarer re- 
mained blind to implications that 
were clearly revealed in the early 
course of play. West showed that 
he had started with only one spade 
and only two hearts; thus, he was 
marked with 10 cards in the minor 
suits. What was more likely than 
that he had considerable length 
in diamonds? The right line of 
play, on this sound analysis, was 
as follows: 

After learning about the spade 
break, South should ruff dummy’s 
last card in that suit and lead out 
every trump. West must hold 
three diampnds to guard dummy’s 
suit, henc® can keep only the ace 
of clubs. When he throws off the 
club queen it certainly is easy for 
South to read the situation, and 
now he simply leads the club king 
or jack. When West held his dia- - 
monds, declarer kept two clubs in 
dummy, and now he‘is on solid

CARACAS, Venezuela, Tuesday. 


E arrived at Atkinson Field, 
W British Guiana, Saturday 

morning, in time to be greet- 
ed by,the Governor, Sir Charles 
Leatham. With Col. Alan, the 
commanding officer of the field, 
he accompanied us to a movie 
theater where some of our men 
had assembled. After talking to 
the men for a few moments, we 


went back to the officers’ mess 
for luncheon and the Governor 


bade us goodby, leaving Col. Hook- 


er, a very delightful Scotchman, 
to represent him,- 


“The Governor said he had a 
commission in Georgetown visit- 
ing him from Great Britain, which 
was taking testimony on the local 
education situation. Just before 
meeting uS he had had a par- 
liamentary committee, so he was 
being kept very busy. I gathered 
that these committees -were like 
some of our own which go to in- 
vestigate conditions and are a lit- 
tle trying to residents of far away 
places sometimes, because com- 
mittee members have to be told 
all the things which the people 
who are on the spot have taken 
months to learn. Decisions which 
have been arrived at by people 
who have perhaps lived for years 
in that locality are often misun- 
derstood because visitors have less 
experience and background on lo- 
cal situations. 

We had a very pleasant lunch 
with the officers on the field, and 
then went back to talk to an- 
other group that had come into 
the movie theater from other 
parts of the field. In anticipation 


of bombings from the air, the 
camps are widely scattered and 
well camouflaged, which was a 
wise precaution but which does 
make gathering at any one place 
a little difficult. 

We drove around the base, stop- 
ping at the hospital which had 
very few patients who were all on 
the road to recovery. It was 
rather mteresting to see two Bra- 
zilians whom Major Art Williams 
had brought in by air from far 
outlying ranches on the border 
between British Guiana and Bra- 
zil. They were extremely grateful 
for the care they had received, 
and it had a great effect upon the 
re of friendliness which these 
men in isolated places now have 
for Americans, 

For two hours in the afternoon, 
Major Art. Williams, a friend of 
ours who is a character and has 
lived in this country for 10 years, 
showed us interesting places in 
the interior. He was a flier dur- 
ing World War I, and he knows 
every mountain and stream. 

Around Georgetown and all 
along the coast, British Guiana is 
low—practically under water. 
Rice and sugar grow and there is 
a certain amount of gardening on 
drier spots. But the jungle is 
thick as you get further back, 
and you see both up to date and 
very primitive gold and diamond 
mining in occasional clearings, 
and then high mountains loom be- 
fore you. 

The rivers are filled with rap- 
ids. We hoped to get a glimpse of 
the highest falls in the world, but 
the mountains were enveloped in 
mist. Instead we saw an extfraor- 
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dinary sight, swiftly blowing dark 
clouds, a lowering and angry sky, 
and below us, a steaming jungle 
from which .floated upward what 
might have been clouds, smoke 
steam. 

I could only think that it would 
have been a remarkable illustra- 
tion from Dante’s inferno, and we 
in our little plane might have been 
the disembodied: spirits looking 
down into the terrifying hell of 
Dante’s dream. It was evil look- 
ing and yet fascinating, full of 
hidden things.
